Woman dies setting fire to partner’s flat 


A woman died after dousing her 
partner’s flat with petrol and setting 
fire to it after an argument. 

Edith Fuller, 45, may have set fire 
to herself by accident after the 
petrol fumes ignited, Woking Coro¬ 
ner’s Court heard on Friday, May 17. 

The day before she died, Miss 
Fuller, who lived in Wellington 
Court, Glenbuck Road, Surbiton, 
locked her boyfriend Mark Essex in 
her spare bedroom. 

But he escaped after police were 
called and he went back to his Guild¬ 
ford flat on March 19, 2012, where

Miss Fuller was waiting for him. 

They then had lunch at Guildford 
College, where Mr Essex, 58, worked 
as a cleaner. 

She told him: “I have got a sur¬ 
prise for you tonight. I am going to 
tuck you into bed and give you a 
cuddle.” 

She left him at work, claiming 
she was going to watch the televi¬ 
sion show Neighbours at his flat. 
When he returned he noticed a 


smell of a flammable substance. 

He said: “I asked what on earth 
she had been playing at and she said 
T have been covering the flat with 
air freshener’. She was up to some¬ 
thing. She had a bit of a grin on her 
face and a menacing look.” 

After he tried to escape from the 
flat, she pulled him back inside and 
then set fire to petrol in the kitchen, 
he told the coroner. 

He said: “The flames started im¬ 
mediately. She started screaming 
and I ran out of the flat. I was 
burned by the flames. I suffered 


80 per cent burns in the end.” 

Miss Fuller was found lying face¬ 
down in the bath where it is believed 
she ran to extinguish the flames 
from her body. 

She died of smoke inhalation and 
suffered severe burns. 

Miss Fuller suffered from a per¬ 
sonality disorder and was taking an¬ 
tidepressants, according to her GR 

Coroner Martin Fleming said: 
“She intentionally started the fire 
although it is unclear whether there 
was an intention to take her own 
life.”

A woman has admitted 
beating an eight-year- 
old boy at a care- 
home for children with 
learning disabilities in 
Surbiton. 

Monsurat Balogun, 46, 
from Walworth, pleaded 
guilty on May 14 to as¬ 
saulting the boy at the 
Lighthouse Children’s 
Home in Berrylands 
Road. 

Balogun was an agency 
worker who had been 
hired on a temporary 
basis by the care home. 

The incident happened 
on August 13, 2012. 

Rayman Jeetoo, Light¬ 
house Children’s Home di¬ 
rector, said: “It was very 


regrettable and most un¬ 
fortunate that there was 
an isolated incident in¬ 
volving an agency member 
of staff who was 
working temporarily at 
the home that warranted 
safeguarding action being 
taken. 

“Immediate and appro¬ 
priate action was taken by 
the management at the 
home. 

“We expect and demand 
the highest standards of 
care for the children at 
the home from all staff 
and will always take im¬ 
mediate robust action 
against anyone who 
does not meet these 
standards.” 


The Lighthouse chil¬ 
dren’s home provides 
long and short-term 
care for children with 
autistic spectrum disor¬ 
ders and learning 
disabilities. 

It can take on up to six 
children aged eight to 
18. 

The home received a 
“good” overall report after 
its latest Ofsted visit in 
March last year. 

Officers rated the home’s 
safeguarding service as 
satisfactory. 

Mrs Balogun will 
appear at Lavender 
Hill Magistrates’ Court 
on June 4 for 
sentencing. 


Travel boss 
is banned 

The director of a collapsed 
New Malden tour operating 
company that left thousands 
of holidaymakers stranded 
has been disqualified for 15 
years after an investigation. 

Abdulkadir Aydin, 47, sole 
director of Goldtrail Travel, 
based in Kingspark Business 
Centre, was banned from 
being a company director for 
the maximum possible term. 

Last week a High Court 
ruling found he had grossly 
mismanaged the company. 

Goldtrail, which spe¬ 
cialised in trips to Greece 
and Turkey, went into ad¬ 
ministration in July 2010 
with debts of about £2.3m, 
23,000 holidaymakers strand¬ 
ed abroad and at least 110,000 
people who had to rearrange 
their holidays. 

About 20 staff members 
also lost their jobs. 

Mr Aydin also allowed 
Goldtrail to make unex¬ 
plained payments of more 
than £6m to two Turkish 
companies controlled by his 
family.

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College told to improve or 
face funding withdrawal 


A historic women’s college in 
Surbiton could have most of 
its funding cut unless it dras¬ 
tically improves its education 
standards. 

Hillcroft College has been 
told by the Skills Funding 
Agency (SFA) - which con¬ 
tributes more than £1.5m a 
year to the South Bank insti¬ 
tution - that progress on stu¬ 
dent achievements has been 
“insufficient”, and has now 
sent in consultants to turn the 
college around. 

But if the college continues 
to flounder, the agency has 
the option to withdraw its 
funding, suspend recruitment 
or terminate its contract. 

The move comes more than 
a year on from the SFA issu¬ 
ing the college with a notice to 
improve, and five months 
after an Ofsted inspection

deemed Hillcroft to be 
inadequate. 

An SFA spokeswoman said: 
“Hillcroft is now required to 
present the agency with 
recommendations based on a 
review of the most effective 
way to deliver education and 
training.” 

Hillcroft was opened in the 
1920s by the YWCA, as atti¬ 
tudes towards women 
changed following the First 
World War. 

It is the UK’s only residen¬ 
tial college exclusively for 
women, offering a range of 
courses for students of all 
abilities, including those with 
dyslexia or dyspraxia. 

But the college has been 
beset by problems in recent 


years, including in 2010 when 
it spent £443,000 to cover the 
cost of a fundraising concert 
that sold just 3,000 of its 14,000 
tickets. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey, a patron of 
Hillcroft, said he would speak 
to principal Michael Wheeler 
to offer assistance. 

Mr Davey said: “It is impor¬ 
tant the SFA recognises the 
unique nature of Hillcroft and 
the opportunity it provides. 
As a national residential col¬ 
lege for women, it won’t al¬ 
ways fit with the pro forma of 
bureaucrats. 

“While it is important the 
college provides quality 
teaching, it is also important 
the FSA recognises the dis¬ 
tinct nature of Hillcroft.” 

Liberal Democrat Council¬ 
lor Shiraz Mirza, another 


patron, said: “I have every 
faith in the college. 

“It is nearly 100 years old 
and they have had challenges 
before, and I am confident 
they will overcome this.” 

A Hillcroft spokeswoman 
said: “The SFA, which pro¬ 
vides the majority of our 
funding, has commissioned 
external consultants to work 
with us to identify how we can 
make improvements. 

“This is to ensure the agen¬ 
cy’s funding is being provided 
to courses which are of con¬ 
tinuing good quality. 

“The governors, the princi¬ 
pal and staff will work with 
the consultants in order to 
continue to support students 
in successful studies.”

Former bingo hall 
owner is bankrupt 


The former owner of 
Kingston’s Gala Bingo hall, 
who was fined £45,000 for 
destroying the floor of the 
historic building, has been 
declared bankrupt. 

An order against Franco 
Lumba was filed at the 
High Court last month - 
days after the 45-year-old 
pleaded guilty to executing 
work or alterations to a 
Grade II listed building. 

He had been ordered to 
pay almost £75,000 in fines 
and court costs - and may 
now have to sell off some of 
his luxury assets in order 
to pay back his creditors. 

A bankruptcy petition 
was launched by 
Abbeyview Services, a 
Hertfordshire-based car¬ 
pentry firm that carried 
out work at a property 
owned by Mr Lumba in Le¬ 
icester Square. 

A worker at the company 
said they believed Mr 
Lumba intended to turn 
the venue into a nightclub - 
but the project was

never completed and the 
company was never paid. 

At Croydon Crown Court 
in April, where he pleaded 
guilty to altering the bingo 
hall, it was heard that Mr 
Lumba, of St Margaret’s 
Road, Twickenham, has 
£5.6m tied up in properties 
across London as well as a 
number of bank accounts, 
a company in Spain and a 
motor yacht.

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Woman 
‘took her 
own life’ 

A woman who was found 
hanged from a tree branch 
in Kingston took her own 
life, a coroner has ruled. 

Juthi Pun Magar, 72, was 
dressed in a sari with a 
piece of yellow cloth at¬ 
tached to her neck in Latch- 
mere recreation ground 
on May 22, last year when 
park attendants discovered 
her. 

A pair of spectacles and 
an open pack of cigarettes 
were also found on a bench 
nearby. 

The widow, of Nepalese 
origin, had lived with her 
son and his family in the 
Keep, Kingston, and had 
left home at about 6pm the 
day before to go for a walk 
but had not returned. 

Postmortem examinations 
revealed there had been no 
evidence of assault or re¬ 
straint and paramedics who 
arrived just after 5.30am 
pronounced her dead at the 
scene. 

In a witness statement Po¬ 
lice Constable Ian Gloster 
described finding Mrs Pun 
Magar about 8ft from the 
ground. 

He said: “Her face had 
turned purple near her lips, 
her eyes were shut and 
there were no signs of 
life. She had dark greying 
hair and was wearing a gold 
piercing in her nose, and a 
gold ring.” 

The contents of a bag 
nearby also included about 
£16. 

Her family were not at the 
inquest, which took place at 
West London Coroner’s 
Court on April 25. 


Protest he could get his teeth into 


A former Raven’s Ait squatter 
has been fined after he admit¬ 
ted biting a police officer 
while protesting outside 
Kingston’s Guildhall in 
March. 

Activist Richard Maggs, 32, 
currently staying in Liver¬ 
pool, also admitted two counts 
of common assault on a secu¬ 
rity guard and another PC 
at Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday, May 14. 

He changed his plea to 
guilty on the day of his trial. 

Maggs was protesting 
against the eviction of Waters 
Square residents by Kingston 
Council when he was chal¬ 
lenged by security guard 
David Mitchell late at night on

Tuesday, March 5. 

Wearing a high-visibility 
jacket with “Raven’s Ait Eco 
Warriors” written on the 
back, he pushed Mr Mitchell 
twice in the chest, the court 
heard. 

Crown prosecutor Luisa 
Stuart said: “Maggs was flail¬ 
ing his arms around, shouting 
and swearing. 

“He became more and more 
irate and aggressive and had 
to be detained on the ground.” 

Maggs caught PC Sam 
Holden in the back of the 
head with a trailing blow 
and was carried to a police 


van in leg restraints. 

He also bit PC Steve Potterill 
on the leg, causing redness, 
but not breaking the skin. 

After being taken to the po¬ 
lice station Maggs refused to 
be interviewed, claimed he 
was carrying a knife and 
drugs, and had to be strip- 
searched, Miss Stuart said. 

He demanded to be given his 
iPad to contact his solicitor, 
but changed his mind, she 
said. 

His solicitor, Sundeep 
Pankhania, told magistrates 
Maggs planned his demon¬ 
stration late at night to avoid 
disrupting passersby and 
businesses. 

He said: “He has seen the 


CCTV and accepted his guilt. 
Had he had it when the Crown 
was supposed to have served 
it, there would have been a 
guilty plea before today. 

“It was something Mr 
Maggs felt very strongly 
about. 

“He has had a great deal on 
his mind. He is a political ac¬ 
tivist and most of 
the time he squats. 

“He is going to 
sign on and is in 
the process of 
looking for work.” 

Maggs was fined 
£250, and was 
ordered to pay £50 
compensation to 
PC Potterill, a £50 


victim surcharge, and £200 
court costs.

A drug addict tricked a passerby 
into giving him cash by claiming 
his daughter and wife had been in 
an accident and taken to hospital. 

Gary David Potter, 33, shouted 
“You will be rewarded in heaven” 
as he ran off with the £40 his vic¬ 
tim handed over. 

He convinced the man to give 
him money in Cromwell Road, 
Kingston, on January 15, by 
handing out his mobile phone 
number so that they could ar¬ 
range repayment for the next day. 

Potter suggested the victim call 
his number in front of him so that 
his old fashioned Nokia phone 
could be seen ringing, to assure 
the victim they would be in touch 
the following day.

Defence counsel Sara Mitchell 
said: “Mr Potter assures me that 
he is remorseful of his actions 
and is very keen to pay the victim 
the £40. 

“Mr Potter has had a longstand¬ 
ing addiction to class A drugs, but 
he does show great motivation at 
this stage to address his misuse of 
drugs. 

“He is still using but his using is 
being reduced all the time.” 

Potter, who picks up his dose of 
methadone every Tuesday morn¬ 
ing in the borough, suggested he 
and his girlfriend were preparing 
to move to Somerset, but he 
would carry on with any drug re¬ 
habilitation process. 

He was given a community 
order with 12 months supervision 
and put on a six-month drug reha¬ 
bilitation requirement. 

He was also ordered to pay 
the victim £40 back within 
two weeks and a further £60 to¬ 
wards court costs in £10 weekly 
instalments.

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Mental health teams face 
‘extra pressure’ after move

Mental health teams at Tol- 
worth Hospital are under 
extra pressure after they were 
moved from their community 
offices, a senior practitioner 
has said. 

In a bid to provide a more 
joined-up service, South-West 
London and St George’s men¬ 
tal health trust (SWLSTG) has 
moved crisis, early interven¬ 
tion, community, and home 
care workers to the refur¬ 
bished Acacia unit. 

The unit was officially 
opened by Kingston and 
Surbiton MP Edward Davey 
recently. 

Senior practitioner Karin 
Slack has moved from a centre 
in New Malden. 

She said: “It is not in the 
middle of the community we 
serve - that puts extra pres¬ 
sure on the team. We are man¬ 
aging that with home visits. 

“It takes two buses for peo¬ 
ple [with no car]. It is quite ex¬ 
pensive for people who do not 
have a bus pass.” 

But she said overall the 
change was positive for 
patients. 

She said: “What is enjoyable 


is to be co-located with other 
teams. We are no longer in iso¬ 
lation and can pop round to 
each other’s office and have 
constructive conversations.” 

An SWLSTG spokeswoman 
said: “The Acacia unit in Tol- 
worth Hospital is well served 
by buses and trains. 

“The trust regularly delivers 
services through a number of 
GP practices, community 
visits and patients’ homes to 
help mitigate any significant 


transport difficulties for pa¬ 
tients and carers.” 

SWLSTG said the changes 
were designed to improve re¬ 
sponsiveness and efficiency in 
its services, but was not sure 
yet how much it will save. 

The refurbishment cost 
£1.2m, it said. 

Adrian Davey, general man¬ 
ager of Kingston’s adult ser¬ 
vices, said: “If we can get 
more out of our estate it is bet¬ 
ter to find it through bricks 


and mortar than doctors and 
nurses. 

“This refurbishment repre¬ 
sents a real investment 
in patient environment and 
will improve the services we 
offer to the local community.” 

Edward Davey said the move 
was “a real step forward”. 

He said: “This proves it is 
possible you can make sav¬ 
ings, you can improve the 
quality of the service, and you 
can free up resources.” 


School’s IT suite and 
library hit by flooding 


Classes at St Mary’s Prima¬ 
ry School in Chessington 
are back to normal follow¬ 
ing a flood caused by a 
burst water main. 

The pipe burst early on 
Monday, May 13, causing a 
ceiling to collapse and 
water to flood the entire in¬ 
fants’ area of the school. 

Temporary flooring has 
been installed, which has 
to be pulled up at night to 
allow the building to dry 
out. 

Bursar Louise Mellors 
said repairs may have 
to wait until the summer 
holidays. 


She said: “Obviously with 
water damage it takes a 
while. It has to seep out. 

“In the meantime we are 
extremely lucky that we 
have a very good team of 
helpers.” 

She said an IT suite and 
the library were affected 
by the flooding, which saw 
3in of water spread 
throughout the building. 

Parent-governor Rachel 
Parkes said: “We are all 
back up and running and 
the children are happy.” 

Junior pupils taking 
their SATs were largely 
unaffected. 


Objects left inside patients 


Staff at Kingston Hospital 
operated on the wrong body 
part, wrongly-inserted a feed¬ 
ing tube and left objects inside 
patients twice, during 2011 and 
2012. 

The four “never events” are 
patient safety incidents that 
should never happen if preven¬ 
tative measures are followed 
correctly. 

A hospital spokeswoman said 
it had the lowest number of 
“never events” in south-west 
London. 

She said: “All the ‘never 
events’ are thoroughly investi¬ 
gated by a panel chaired by a 
non-executive director and are 


discussed in full, including 
agreeing the action plan, dur¬ 
ing the private part of the trust 
board meetings. 

“Any member of staff in¬ 
volved in a ‘never event’ has 
this recorded on their personal 
record and lessons learned are 
shared with staff to prevent a 
similar incident happening 
again.” 

The number represents 
0.0001 per cent of patients who 
receive elective or emergency 
treatment each year, the hospi¬ 
tal said. 

Patients affected by “never 
events” are included in investi¬ 
gations, it said.
